^ Wk have before as a-Tery oJaborate 
report, addressed to Mr. HcOalloob, 
the United States Sooretary to the 
Treasury, by lurael T. Hatcb, on the 
sabjeot of the trade botwoon tbe Uni- 
ted Slates and Canada, and the results 
of the abrogration of the liociprooity 
Treaty reoonlly in oporation botwoon 
theao two nations. So far as wo can 
judgo, the lloport is moat lliittorini^ to 
tho iutolligenco, eutorpriso audjudir^j 
mont of tbo CanadianH ; and robs Uii- 
olo Sam of a groat deal of tho lustro 
that used to di zzlo tho world into tho 
boliet tbiit, tlio American svaa tbo 
"Bmuxtost" specirnon of tbo i,'onu9 
homo ia creation. Mi-. Ualub bcgiiia 
with tbo aid of a nuinuur of sUUistical 
tables, by abowiiii; Ltiat Iho Canadian 
trade wiih the United Slates was al- 
ways more favorable to Ciuuula tban 
to tho Bopublic ; and ho gloats over 
the idea that kIuco iho dotonnination 
of tho Treaty, tho rovcnuo of tbo 
tJnited StBtea has bocn inoroagod to 
tbe extent of $5,000,000 in gold from 
duties levied on Canadian prodaoe- — 
tho quantity, ho says, being about the 
same as that imported wiien it was 
admitted 'luly free. This inukos two 
faots, we think, very pulpablo : first, 
that tho United Stales ia dependent on 
tbe Dominion for cortaiu articles that 
she cannot herself prodooe ; and sec^ 
ond, that Mr. MoCDlloch fiads it nec- 
esaary to tako 55,000,000 in gold out 
of tho pockets of hit* uountrj'mon, and 
employs Mr, Hatcb to write a report, 
in order to consolo tbo taxpayers, by 
■bowing np tho subtlety and craft of 
the Ganadians. It is wonderlnt to 
what paltry shifts atatesmoo are driv-i 
en in ordor to poisuado people to part 
■with thoir money in the shape of taxes, 
when they know that the oxislenoo of 
the tax ia slowly but surely dosiroy^ 
ing thoir trade. Mr, JIatoh proceeds 
to find out, by an iogenionH course ot 
reasoninf^, that tho groat highway of 
the St, Lawrenoo ia dangerous din ing 
a groat portion of each year from tbo 
large matisus of ico that float down 
that noble river, and tho constant ox- 
ifltenoe of fogs created by iho meeting of 
the currents of air from tbo North and 
South ; and conoludes that tho traffic 
from the West ought by tho natural 
order of things, to pass by tbo 
Erie Canal, wbioh be insists, if 
iio^ xji>u«d Stn.i.ea Sejiator£ know 
their business, must be the oBafinSl 
through which all United States pro- 
duce is dcssinod to pass, lie forgets 
that oommerce is nui to bs contrblleU 
by any arbitrary rules, and will mako 
its own depots and entrepots in spito 
of ail tbo tabloa of distances so clever- 
ly worked out by Mr, Uaich, llo on-i 
deavors to show that EnyhinJ as a 
market for grain, is groatly overrated, 
and that she haa stupidly purchased 
her breadatoffs Id other markets be- 
sides the ClDitod Slates ; hence Eng- 
land and anything connected tlioro- 
witb, must bo avoided, or at anyratu 
treated with tho contempt that such 
small custoiuors justly desoivo. 13ui 
tho Boro point with Mr Jlutoti is tho 
aggressive policy of tho Canadians ; 
they have expended $l38,23b,ilS in 
unprofitable railways and canals, with 
no local traffic, popnlation or ooimuor- 
cial wants oommonsurato with sucb 
Btnpondous undertakings, but rolyi.ig 
upon tho diversion of tho United 
Stales traffic to support them. Jleic 
is a real grievance; tbo presumpiu juh 
Canadians should have left hiicb mat- 
ters lo tboir neiglibors; tbai tlicy 
accomplisb'jd Iboir diabulicul designs 
upon the commerce ot tbo United 
States to a very great oxtonl, is high^ 
ly probable, since be conceives that

Ilore is another instance of 
their Mepliiatopbeiian policy ; " A 
charaoteristio fcatuio of the Canadian 
tariff is tbat, although tliu usual ram 
of duty levied on loxiUe fubricu and 
Other manafaotares is fifteen per cent, 
th'e mfttetials used in manafacturing are 
carefolly exempted from t'^xalion. " What 
oonBainmato imjiudence 1 The Cana- 
diariB ore actually making tbeir own 
textile fabrics because tboy can mako 
them cheaper lhau tbey can buy them 
from tbo manufaoturers of tho model 
republic, and beeauao thoy possibly 
object to u lai'go ndniixluro of shoddy.

was absent when tbo vote was taken on the 
aabjeot lo which ibe prolett related, and t'jat 
tba prutest itself was irrogjltr, as tbo matter 
it contained was impropcily stated. Mi- 
Walkeni, aa ooe ot the proiestaals, hi Id thai 
May'« Pract'Oo was the only guide away 
rom Slandiiiy OrJera ; und that so fur ns any 
reterenco w.ts rnsidu lo piote.s:=', it wag de- 
cidedly in favor of tliu rttenliou of tbo pre- 
test, Air. Robson concfived t'jat if the At- 
torney Gcneral'n objections were good, the 
riKhl of tbo iiii:ioriiy to protest was a porfucl 
furce. li iippi!uri3d to him lo bo no atieinpl 
In crueh ai; iuiportunl rui.ioii y. Mr Trulch 
t^'ou^bl UiQ ri^l t of prolest was derived ol- 
tircly from tho cusiuin fi ll nved in lliui 
House, but on |)reviuu8 ocjusioiis itio pro- 
tetti relerrcd to raeuaures enaolcd ; in tbi^ 
0883 it was only a record on a nialt;i' o! 
opinion, and in ilmt record CLMtvio slaleisiema 
were put loiwarJ as facia wtlich in bic 
opinion tiii;;hi be open tu question. He did 
not Ibink Mr Uobson had any riyhl to lax the 
Government witb a dtsire to c^u^ll any ouu 
ill the oaso, as bo conld nut bjo what t'le 
Govornojenl hid to do v i'h tho matior, nor 
could tUa word 'lyrannicul' apply in raler- 
eooe (u the subject. To leave that protest 
on tbe books as it stood woold be tyraoay 
towaida tbe mujority. Dr. Carrall did nit 
care whtther t^ie protest was expu'Jt;od or 
not; be only stood up to protect tbe privi- 
leges of tbe House. If the proiest was ex- 
puni;>ed, tlie same Beutimentd could ba eui- 
bodi-jd in another form und sent lo liueeu 
Viotoiia. Mr. HolDrook had brought for- 
ward a protest a abort time since, and tbt- 
gentlemen who now felt themselvis aggrieved 
bad voted against iln beiug plioed on the 
booiip. iVlr, Woodhopod that no party vote 
wouU ba cast on Ibesubjert; lor liia part, 
if the proicel bad been more caiclu Iv worded 
he would not have raised any objecii ni, bul 
•s it stood ho Cdrtainly could not voie fur iis 
being retained on tbe books. Mr AlHion de- 
sired that the protest might remain, because 
it was a record of his opinion ; he had la t 
tie House belore Uio vote was laken under 
•.he improsfiJU lha' tba debile was ^oiua to 
be adjourned. Mr. llav^'lock ibnuiht, thai 
as advisers of tbe Crown the minoiiiy bad 
the right to pot tbe p^ote^t on Uia buol{» iri 
the present form, otherwise the opinion ul 
tho majority, on'y. Jwould be known. Mr. 
Romphreys tbougbt iliat although some of 
tbe mernbers lulyht pot possess «'in6nitB 
wit" that they neverthnl"' know ttie differ- 
ence between a "hawk and a handsaw." 
Tbe Ojuncil was not q repreaenlativo body, 
it waa a kind of "attr Chamber;' it reprt- 
eented aomelhing and it represented ooibiii^. 
The Attorney Uaneral, in reply, did noi know 
if the liouse had learned much by tlie 
speech of tbe hon. noember who bad ksi 
spoken, but he could not see tbe telovaMcy. 
He did not supposo lion, members talked lo 
the galleries ; as for himself, he spoko only 
as Henry Crease, and bis expre-H'on oi 
opinion had ootbing to do with tbo Govern- 
ment. On divition the Council decided to 
retain tba protest on the books.

of it ill the Colony, so far as our means 
permit. 

In that State there arc 5328 miles of 
iirlificial wiUer conr.ses constructed for 
mining [Hirpoies at, I he cxpoiiae of $15,- 
.075,400, ho.siiles numerous subsidiary 
brandies, Uie ng^regato length of which 
\a placed al HUO miles, and others still in 
lli(! i;i)iir.-)o of consiritclioii. , 
Tho mail; feature in this matter we 
have to ol).-icrvu is tliat most of tlieso 
canals have been built lliroiigli districts 
as ililliciilt and a[)pareiilly impracticable 
as any in Ibis Colcny lo diggings which, 
on an average, never bore any com[)ari- 
son in richness with Cariboo. For in- 
stance, OB example, take the Auburn and 
Bear liiver canal, which is '-^90 miles 
long and cost Sg50,000 J it was Intro- 
duced into districts purely of surface 
placer diggings, which, upon tho whole, 
iiuver (ivuragod over 53 a day to tho 
man, yet il gavu and still gives eraploy- 
ini'iit lu Ihoii.iands of men who wore un^ 
al)lo to work the ground to advantage, 
which otiierwise must have lain idlo lor 
over. 1 could multiply iostaDces of this 
kind without limit, but one more will bo 
siilli^'int, viz.: tho South Yuba P.ivor 
canal, which is ^iOO inilos long and coat 
81,500,000. This tliich was introduced 
principally to work tho hydraulio dig, 
gings, tbo product of which to tho

A special general court of this cora- 
l)any was helil on Tuesday last to elect a 
Governor of the company in tbe room of 
the Earl of Kimberley, who had resigned 
in consequence of having taken olRco in 
Mr. Gladstone's Ministry. 

Sir Curtis Lampson presided and ex. 
plained that tbe meeting viaa called, not 
for the consideration of tbe general bus- 
iness of the company, but for tho special 
purpose of supplying tho place of the Earl 
of Kimberley as Governor. When his 
lordship joined tho board ho stated that 
if ho accepted office in the Administra-' 
tiou ho must resign his post as Governor, 
but the directors, considering it very de- 
sirable that a man of Lord Kiinberloy's 
standing and position, more particularly 
if he should afterwards join the Ministry, 
■should have a perfect knowledge of the 
iTiiirs of tho company, so as to bo able to 
ad^igo the Government in any negotia- 
tionsihat might be carried on between 
trhom vnd the company, induced him to 
accept die office. He ought to add that 
his lordslip had filled tho post of governor 
very much t,o tho satisfaction of his col- 
leagues, lhathe took a deep interest in 
its aHairs, ana had made himself fully 
conversant witbtts bnsfness and with oil 
circumstances comected with its position, 
and that tho knowltige he had so acquir- 
ed could not but be highly beneficial to 
them in any negotiatitu that might talie 
place for the relinqofshnent of its terri 
torial riot>»°- nt" uou lo propose as iiio 
successor of bis lordship tho Ilight Hon. 
Sir Stafford II. Northcoto, who had con-* 
sented accept tbe chairmamhip, and tbe 
directors had every reason tobeliere that 
the appointment of the right hon. baronet 
would bo condacive to tbe iateiests of the 
shareholders. 

A Shareholder expressed n hope that 
although they were prohibited 'rom enter- 
ing into the general bnsiness of the com- 
pany at the present meeting, wh'ch had 
been called for a special purpose, the 
question to which attention bad been 
called at a previous meeting, of the trnth 
of the statements iu tho prospectas, would 
not be allowed drop. 

Mr. tiiily remarked that at the next meet- 
ing ho sboiiU refer to lhat subjoot, ond to 
tho circuraatanccs under which a milhon 
Htirling bad, as be oontended, bson inipra- 
perly obtiined from tbe sbarobol iers, and 
sbooll take Ibe same opportaniiy of replyii^g 
to Houio of Ibe obsirvatiooa made at tbe previ- 
ouH inettiDg iu answer to what ba then 
Slid. 

Mr, Sewell would like t) hear HDmelhing 
of the peculiar quabfioalionH ol Sir S. North- 
coiQ to fill tie ollioa of chairman of tho com- 
panyi Tboy oucbt ti bo saiisQed that the 
gentleman who filled tbe of&oe of governor, 
be ba whom be might, bad bat ooe object — 
viz., to obtiin for tbem what they were 
entitled to in any arrangement thnt ri]i.;ht 
be entered into for the tracs'or of tbiir lorri- 
loiidl lights. Wbethet tie oompensatiou 
was p:jiJ at ones or deferred, they ought lo 
be (airly reompenHdd for tbe surrender oi 
thos! rights ; and he should, therefore, muoh 
like t^ know whether tbii poiot bad been 
duly imprisstd upon tbe tinbt boo, baronet. 

Tho Chbinnan — Wo could not atik Sir S. 
Nnil'icote to gi vo any \iosiiivo pledge before 
lie oblui'icd a purfect knowl;dge ol iho allair.s 
of the oompany and t'lo nutiiro of its rights; 
but lht«3 rights are so daar and uniiuew lon- 
abla that I have no fear of any one, being 
perfeoily acquaiptad with tbem and oomins 
here to fill the posiiioo of governor, acting i i 
any olhor s; i it tiali t'lnt which tho hon. 
propii tor siiggosts. I believe ihut previous 
10 Lord Kimberley t iTii'ig the officQ of ;;ov- 
aruor bo was ignorant of our actial po.sitioo 
and of iho fact ol tho cas; ; but his huviog 
obtained that Uno»l'dgc wi 1, 1 am perBoad- 
ed, bo greatly to the iaterf st of tbo proprie* 
tors. The oommiiieo might have sel-ict^d a 
chairman from thoir own body or one who 
was direoily conneotad with commercial 
burinofs, but thoy thought it woul 1 be rnoie 
t ) the iiitJK sL of the propriet irs ut l»rg'' to 
uel ;ct a pers III who held a .s'.roiig uud inllu- 
oniiil polilicul poaitiOD, and I have no hcsi- 
titiou i 1 Hiyiiig that il tho real circuniKtiiics 
of the oaso ara brought lo the knowladgo of 
a man like 8ii S. Northcoto it must needs 
be of the greatest bonefit t j tho ebarahullorf. 
The diroit)iB have, in ooudaciing tho nogo- 
liaiiiDiJ so far for t'le Hetthmunt of our 
olaimn, worked very hard aud very lait .fully 
for your intertHti; aniin regard t) tho 
future, I again bog to ossire you that no

On inquiry, 
however, ilioy fouiui lhat it would have en- 
dangered t!i,'ir coramnrci'il s'jocoaa bad they 
expended raooey thus early for Ibe purpoao 
of colonizing, and had they done so ii woold 
have aflacied thoir dividends, In further 
e.xplanaiion, he added lhat sinoo the exten- 
sion of the railway system to tbo state of 
.Minnesota tlio population bad increased to 
between -100,000 and 500,000, and tbat the 
land had increased in vulue in proportion, 
and thiir own lands were boooining year by 
year of more value, so that they ware not 
prejudiced by delay.

— The formal opening of 
Ihc new I'ailiamant took place this aflernooD.

Tho 
suspension ol tbe wr t of habeas corpus ia 
Ireland is regarded as uDDecoessary. Be* 
cloaiadtio ^arrangements for Ireland are lo 
be oonsidcVed by Parliament.
